“Then Russell ran out where I could | 
see him. He knelt over his wife, tne 
most pathetic figure of a man I have 
ever. seen, sobbing, ‘Mary, my God, 
what have I done? Don’t die, Mary!’” 

Behind the domestic difficulties caus- 
ing the quarrel, it was revealed, was 
Russell's alleged association with “ an-

Old Sduth Water street, full of years 
_ and memories, died at noon yesterday. 
For all her four score. years and 
more, the old lady did a mighty lot of 
work up to her very last hour, for she 
never really thought ‘she'd have to 
give up. "Way back in 1871, directly 
after the Chicago fire had made a clean 
sweep of all ber belongings, she had 
received death threats. But she had 
laughed them off. 
“There can never be another South 
Water street,” she had challenged. 
Later, when the new mart at Jack- 
son boulevard and Wells street was 
abandoned after a three months’ trial, 
she had added, “ And there never will 
be enother.” 


Sees End Coming. 

Along ut 1915 the talk of civic 
imprevement and the Chicago Pian 
commission gave her a bad half bour, 
but she clung fast to her throne. For 
the last month or two, however, she 
has felt the end coming. So every- 
thing was in readiness yesterday nodn 
for the big move over to the new 
South Water market, loeated in the 
six blocks bounded by 14th place, the 
Baltimore and Ohio Chicago terminal 
tracks, South Morgan street, and 
South Racine avenue. 

The old lane, half a mile long and 
fifty feet wide, jammed with sweating 
péddiers pushing their feverish way be- 
tween scraping wagon wheels, crates 
of apples,'and the hoofs of straining 
horses, may not have had all the refrig-

Had Start in Early Forties.

First Booster for Lincoln. 

It was here that Mr. Stoddard met 
Lincoln and conceived so gréat an ad- 
miration for him that in April, 1853, 
he wrote a two column editorial in the 
Gazette urging his nomination for 
president. It was the first newspaper 
article that was published in behalf of 
the eandidacy of the Emancipator and 
was followed by several others press- 
ing Lincoln’s claims and fitness for the 
office.- 

Acknowledging his appreciation of 
the services of the young newspaper 
man, Lincoln:named him as secretary 
to sign land patents. With the out- 
break of the civil war, Mr. Stoddard 
obtained the President’s permission to 
serve three months in the army. On 
returning from service he was made 
one of Lincoln’s private secretaries.

Since the inauguration, last year, of 
the new tourist third class accommo- 
dations on the fast liners plying be- 
tween the United States and European 
ports, much has been written about 
the low cost of a trip to.the old world. 
ith ‘the round trip ocean fare of 
$176 for this new service, on some of 
the world’s largest and fastest ships, 


claims are being made that one can 
now do Europe as cheaply as $6 a 


day, including steamship vassage and |: 


all expenses: on the continent. 


Whether ithis can be done for the| 


amount claimed the writer cannot gay, 
but here is a detailed account of a forty- 
four day trip from Chicago at an 
average cost of $12 a day. This figure 
includes railroad fare from Chicago to 
New York and return, ocean fare, trav- 
eling some 1,600 miles on the continent, 
and visiting five countries. 

A Leisurely Tour. 

This trip was not a studied tour, with 
the idea of establishing a new record 
for low cost, but a leisurely trip, with 
@ generous look at the old world’s so- 
cial iife, a round of the theaters and 
opera, a whirl at the night life, and a 
fling at roulette in Monte Carlo.

MOSCOW, Aug. 29.—Soviet Russia is 

striving to achieve “Americanization,” 
in so far as “ American technique— 
that precious flower of American 
culture,” is ‘concerned, according to 
Leon Trotzky, Russian leader and 
chief of the concessions department of 
the soviet union. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
United Press, he said that Russia, now 
striving to develop on great lines its 
electrical processes, would welcome 
this much Americanization. But he 

any Americanization 


would mean “ the domination of Amer- 
ica’s capitalist trusts,” or any which 
would try to make Russia succumb to 
“such influences as America’s yellow 


press.”” 
Will Cut Red Tape. 


He made it plain that Russia is 
looking to the outside’ world to aid in 
the tremendous electrification scheme 
which is being wrought in Russia, and 
he also held forth the prospect that 
all concessions henceforth will not be 
bound in red tape nor be too restricted 
as to profits. 

M. Trotzky declared that the suc- 
cessful development of agriculture and 
state industries now assures the suc- 
cess of concessions enterprises. Elec- 
trification is growing and the soviet 
seeks electrical equipment in foreign 
markets. ~ 

Need Foreign Machinery. 

Discussing this development, the 
concessions chief continued: * We need 
foreign machinery and foreign patents. 
We are prepared to grant foreigners 
concessions in the electrical. enter- 
prises, provided the concessionaires 
are highly equipped technically. Since 
our economic development is advanc- 
ing apace, concessionaires will have 


no reason to complain of low profits.” | noiso

A cleft palate, or some other mouth 
deformity, some pathological condition 
of a-vocal organ may cause stammue:- 
ing, in which event, Dr. Greene says, 
the cure, of course, must be a purely 
medical or surgical one. If a young 
child persists in stammering despite 
all efforts to correct him, the parents 
should lose no time in having his vocal 
organs examined. 


Stuttering Not Abnormal. 


“Much as in the case of stammer- 
ing, it is the common, almost the nor- 
mal thing for a child to stutter at 
some time, to some extent,” says Dr, 
Greene. “And it is quite true again 
that, Jeft to themselves, children fre- 
quently outgrow their stuttering. But 
if all parents could witness what I see 
daily of the suffering of children, and 
adults, whose stuttering has persisted, 
no parent would take a chance on the 
outgrowing idea.” 

Experience in his hospital work in- 


‘dicates to the famous specialist that 


stuttering children are either the vic- 
tims of sensitive, impressional, high 
strung temperaments, or they have a 
nervous instability which is the after 
math of some children’s disease: A 
fright, a blow, a fall, a shock of some 
kind may disorganize the machinery 
of speech. An impressionable child, 
again, may contract stuttering through 
mental contagion. He may think it 
fun to mock a stutterer, only to find 
that he himself cannot stop. Or, he 
may catch the habit without any overt 
action on his part. As an example 
of the latter, Dr. Greene cites ‘the 
case of a boy who spent two sum- 
mers on his grandfather's farm ‘where 
the hired boy was a stutterer. At 
the end of the second summer, the boy 
was a confirmed stutterer.

excitable or nervous children,” advises 
the doctor, “should be kept carefully 
guarded fronmi things fearsome, alarm- 
ing and shocking, and also from‘ con- 
tinual association with a stutterer.” 
Severity Is Harmful. 

Scolding and slapping children for 
stuttering, instead of ‘helping them, 
makes matters worse. It adds fear 
and excitement to their already ex- 
cited state. A _ stuttering child is a 
sick child, to be dealt with firmly, 
but in a spirit of sympathy, gentle- 
ness and quiet. 

The child should ‘be told there is no 
reason why he should repeat a sound 
several] times; then the parents should 
show him just how the thing should 
be said, then have the child repeat it 
slowly and deliberately until he. does 
it properly. If this is systematically 
practiced soon enough, Dr. Greene ar- 
gues, stuttering can be eradicated with 
comparative ease. He advises the pol- 
icy of “slow, easy” to apply not only 
to the chiid’s speech, but to’his ac- 
tions in general. 

In explanation of the greater num- 
ber of boy stutterers than girl, Dr. 
Greene says: “Girls, as a rule, talk 
more than boys, therefore, they get 
more practice in speech production. 
Also; although it is generally con- 
ceded that females are more nervous 
than males, the female is better capa- 
ble of maintaining her codrdination 
under emotional strain because she is 


naturally more graceful and her co-} 


ordination more complete. For that 
reason it requires an exceptionally se- 
vere shock to cause her to lose her 
standard, hesitate and stutter.”

ID you know that in the United 

States about one birth out of 

ninety results in twins? Isa 

about two cases out of five, the 
twins are of the same sdx; but in only 
sbout one case in three are they iden- 
tically alike? 

These interesting disclosures are 
made in Altert Edward Wiggam’s last 
book, “ The Fruit of the Family Tree.” 

It strikes one as a surprisingly large 
number of twin births for the num- 
ber one actually encounters in a life- 
time. But twins of opposite sexes 
would not attract attention, nor twins 
ghe are no*more alike than ordinary 
brothers and sisters. Of these there 
must be a large number, judging from 


gam. 
It is the twins who are of the same 


4 bex and who look so much alike their 
own miothers can hardly tell th 


apart ‘that create the most interest. 
These are known as “identical” or 


4” duplicate ve twins, and are telieved 


to have been from the same germ cell. 
Mental and Moral Similarity. 

An interesting point about these 
identical twins is the similarity they 
bear in mental and moral makeup, and 
in emotional reactions under the same 
circumstances. ’ 

Many twins of mature years, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wiggam, are so nearly alike 
that if they changed into each other's 
skins and personalities, they would 
scarcely know anything unusual had 
happened. They would not behave 


any more unlike than would two 
watches—with the same sort of cases 
and the same kind of works—if you 
exchanged the works from one case to 
the other. In the example of the 
watches, you could take the identical 
wheel out of one and exchange it for 
the identical wheel of the other and 
the mechanism would go on ticking in 
pjust the same harmony. 

“JT often think,” says Mr. Wiggam, 
“that if we could take an identical 
portion of the brain out of some of the 
duplicate twins I have known and 


parts and make them function neither 
the twins themselves, nor any one 
else would ever be aware of it. 

“ But if we took a part of the brain 
of any one not an identical twin and 
exchanged it for the same part of the 
brain of any one else,” continues the 
author, “ out of the millions of human 
beings on earth, the two concerned 
would cease to te the same sort of 
person. Everybody would remark the 
persons them- 
selves would know they were not the 
same beings they were before.” 

Other twins—not duplicates—may be 

dissimilar they would never be 
taken for brothers or sisters even, Mr. 
Wiggam states. Some he has observed 
to be so unlike that they appeared jo 
be of different races. One might have 
a clearly Nordic countenancé, the oth- 
er classify as a Mediterranean tru- 
nette. 

The author tells of attending a 
unique gathering, promoted by a fa- 
mous theatrical producer in New York. 
Invitations were issued to all the 
twins in New York and vicinity to at- 
tend what the producer caljed a “ Twin 
Matinée” given in honor of the Fair- 
banks twins, starring in a musical 
comedy at the time. 

“TY have lectured to hundreds of au- 
dierfces,” confesses Mr. Wiggam, “ but 
I never saw before an audience like 
this. And I think no other speaker 
or actor ever before saw one like it. 
As I fully expected, most of the twins 
were of the identieal type—the kind 
that look much alike, since twins who 
are not alike seldom take great inter- 
est in each other. All students have 
found it is much easier to find iden- 
tical twins than opposite twins, not 
because the former are more numer- 
ous, but because they are more aware 
of their similarities. There were over 
‘one hundred pairs at this meeting. As 


the play proceeded, it was easy to see 
ne also were mph alike in their 


the twin birth rate given by Mr. Wig- 
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natures. They laughed at the same 
things, in the same way. 

“ When the villain came on, the au- 
thor reports, dozens of pairs of dupli- 
cate noses turned up simultaneously 
in precisely the same way. The actor 
got two laughs where he ordinarily 
got one, and the two laughs were near- 
ly always in the same key. As they 
laughed, the faces wrinkled and fur- 
rowed in almost identical lines.” 

Deceiving the Public. 

Instances of twins deceiving the un- 
suspecting public with innocent pranks 
are familiar to us. One. mother told 
Mr. Wiggam she often had to drop 
her work and go to the school build- 
ing at the other end of the town to 
help the teacher decide which twih 
she ought to spank, or which one she 
had already spanked. 

In the cast with the Fairbanks 
twins were Jack and Tommy Thom- 
son, young men twins, singers and 
dancers, who could be told apart only 
by the fact that one had learned to 
sing baritone while the other sang 
natural tenor. This particular pair 
of duplicate twins had similar tastes 
in foods and dress, in their likes and 
dislikes for people; their thoughts 
seemed at times to be exactly the 
same, their mother reported, even 
when they were separated from each 
other. 

Independently, they would write let- 
ters to friends which read like copies. 
They were accused in school of copy- 
ing each other’s essays after their 


mother had taken the precaution to 
make them write them in separate 
rooms. 
told to choose a subject for composi- 
tion. Each tried to conceal the sub- 
ject he had chosen from the other. 
Their mother put them in separate 
rooms; One chose as a subject, “An 
April Shower,” the other, “ A Summer 
Shower.” 

Mr. Wiggam concludes that identical] 
twins have similar brain organizations. 
Brothers and sisters, twins not of the 
duplicate sort, do not display such a 
degree of similitude in their thoughts. 


Simultaneous Remarks. 


This similitude of thought is some- 
times described as mental communica- 
tion, or telepathy. Instead, Mr. Wig- 
gam believes it is due to the fact that 
twins have brains and nervous systems 
much alike throughout Both the 
Thomson and Fairbanks twins are re- 
ported as saying things simultaneous 
ly. At table, for instance, “Please 
pass the salt,” or some identical re- 
mark about the weather, or recollec- 
tion of the same thing at the same 
time is evidénced. 


Another extraordinary thing of in- 
terest about identical twinge which the 
author pointed out is that the right 
and left sides of their bodies are much 
more alike than is the case with ordi- 
nary persons, or with fraternal twins. 
The right and left sides of other human 
beings differ quite markedly. In iden- 
tical twins one side is as good or ag 
bad as the other.

A Pastry Cream with Gelatin. 

One cup of milk. four tablespoons 
of flour, one cup of confectioner’s 
sugar, three egg yolks, one teaspoon 
of gelatin, dissolved in two table 
spoons of boiling water. three beaten 
egg whites, and a teaspoon of vanilla

Chocolate Pastry Cream, 
To the following recipe may be added 
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small vestibule, in which there is a 
convefient closet for cloaks and 
wraps. Off this entry hall is a well 
proportioned living room. An arched 
Opening at each side of the fireplace, 
leading to the dining room, is an un- 
usual feature and one which gives a 
note of dignity to the room. French 
doors to the terrace, and well placed 
wincows insure a maximum amount of 
light and cheer at all times. 

The dining room is of a convenient 
size and is efficiently placed in rela- 
tion to the kitchen. Particular atten- 
tion should be paid to the finish of the 
living and dining rooms, since, as a 
group, they represent the most-attrac- 
tive and most often seen portion of 
the house. 

The kitchen is well designed to save 
the steps of the housewife, with sink 
just inside the door ‘leading to the 
dining room, the runge close at hand, 
and the built-in cupboard within easy 
reach. There is a rear entrance from 


which the refrigerator may be iced. 
Just the right stzw for a set of color:

Melt the chocolate in a sauce pan add 
the butter to it® melt and stir in the 
flour mixed with the sugar. stir in the 
milk and cook till smooth and about 
ten minutes longer than that. Stir in 
the egg yolk and cook a minute or 
two. Flavor when nearly cold. Al- 
though this has so small an amount 
of chocolate, it i@ more palatable than 
almost any chocolate pie filling that 
one can Gnd. 


Cornstarch Pastry Cream. 

Four tablespoons of butter, one and 
a half. tablespoons of cornstarch, one- 
half cup of sugar, one cup of milk. a 
few grains of salt and a scant_tea- 
spoon of vanilla. Blend the -butter, 
sugar. and cornstarch, add the milk 
cold, stir over a gentle fire until it 
thickens and is boiling. hot take from 
the fire and immediately stir into it 
the well beaten ege If it seems too 
thin. put it back over the fire for a 
minute and cook till it thickens with 
care that it shal) not curdie. Take 
off the fire and flavor. A layer of 
sponge cake split open with a hot 
knife while warm and this cream put 
into it rather hot. the top sprinkled 
rather heavily with powdered sugar. 
makes what we call a Washington pie. 
a simple and almost universally popu- 
lar dessert,

‘A Quarter of a Day 


of Bayreuth Thrills 


By Edward Moore. 


ERLIN.—[Special Correspondence.}—It is going to be 
a bit difficult to disentangle my impressions of Bay- 
reuth from various others, particularly those gained 
from motoring through part of Germany behind a 


Chauffeur who has been in the flying service, whose theory 
of driving seems to be that seventy-five kilometers an hour 
, down a narrow winding road is 


merely a pleasant stroll and by no 
means a speedy gait, and whose 
professional pride is badly ruffied 
when anot car tries to pass. 
Still, it is worth the trial. 

Those who plan to go to Bay- 
reuth in future seasons really 
ought to do as I did for a pre- 
liminary journey. First go to Roth- 
enburg, not because it has any- 
thing to do with Bayreuth or Rich- 
ard Wagner, but because it is en- 
tirely and carefully medieval, 
something to drive painters into ~ 
ecstatic spasms, then drop down 
to Ntirnberg and make a moon- 
light trip around to Hans Sacha’ 
house, the Katharine church, and 
the old inn where Hans Sachs and 
Albrecht Diirer used to meet for a 
friendly mug of Beer and a dis- 
cussion of the songs and pictures of their day. Then go to 
Bayreuth and sit through a performance of “Die Meister 
singer von Ntirnbers.”’ 

Only I am afraid you will not be able to do it next year 
They have their own ways of doing things there. In the 
first place, it is by no means an easy community to reach, 
and when yot reach it you can prepare for some of the dis- 
comforts of a real pilgrimage, third class accommodations at 
first class prices among them. In the second place, it is the 
custom there to play two seasons and remain dark the third. 
So, though next summer will be the fiftieth anniversary of 
the opening of the famous Btihnenfestspielhaus, when the 
first thought of the common, or touring, American would be 
of the marvelous opportunity to bill the world for an ex- 
traordinary season, this is the second successive summer 
they have played and next summer will be dark. 

They have always done it that way, except, of course, for 
the ten years’ssilence caused by the war, and a mere trifle 
like a semi-centennial will mot be permitted to interfere. 
What is more, you might as well save your breath and not 
argue about it.

knowledge and sound sense before the 
world. Second, that a nation cherish- 
ing such notions and feelings, and with 
the money and men to enforce them, 
deserved to be watched very carefully.

Shocked by Our Volivas. 
Europe hears relatively little about 
what is being done, often against crue! 
difficulties, by American artists and 
scientists, philosophers and publicists. 


It has its own supply of such men, and 
it maturally heeds them first. They 
heave a high position over there, un- 
matched on this side of the ocean.

Anatole France, in France, is an emi- 
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nent man, respected by every one, In- 
cluding even politicians. A Richard 
Strauss, in Germany, is more than a 
mere music maker—he is a public in- 
stitution, and has a solid importance. 
We put such men much lower, and so 
we have fewer of them, and Europe, 
having more and better ones at home, 
hears litle about the few we have. 


But Europe has no Henry Fords, or4 
William Jenr Bryans, or Gimlet-

bur Volivas, and sd it is Interested by 
them, instantly and hugely, when they 
appear in America. It observes that 
the American people, or, at all events, 
the great majority of the American 
people, take them quite seriously, and 
it concludes, not without reason, that 
they accurately represent America. I¢ 
hears that Bryan was thrice within , 
reach of the White House—and then 
it hears of him denouncing the theory | 
that man is a mammal. It hears that |

“The New Education.” 


Fallacies in Broadcasting. 

“The first fallacy J detect in broad. 
casting,” said Dr. Perry, “is that ed- 
ucation is the sort of thing that can 
be imparted to one person by another 
—that you are being educated. It is 
I that am being educated. I am ac- 
tive; you are passive. 

“The first and fundamen<al truism 
is that education cannot be nassively 
received. You cannot receiv? the bene- 
fits of education by listening to me. 
Activity must be induced from wtihin. 
The similarity between education and 
physical strength is closer than one 
assumes. 

“One doesn’t become a runner with- | 
out running; one doesn’t acquire ideas | 
until one arrives at their meaning, 
earns their proofs. and how to use 
them. The only way to develop power 
to think is to think. In broadcasted 
education the impulse to think: has to 
be checked during the speech lest one 
miss the thread. 

Must Arouse Activity. 


“If it is believed that education can 
be gotten by listening and not through 
other means the man who spends all 
his time listening will be. reduced to 
intellectual indolence and flabbiness,

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Persian Craft in 
Arts Club Exhibit 
By Eleanor Jewett, 


HE Arts club room at the Art 
institute is the last to the right 
as one walks through the east 
wing galleries. In it one may 
Mind, generally speaking, attractive 
or gp in exhbhibtits that skim the 
surface of art, leaving the more seri- 
‘ous principles to the museum proper. 
"There have been seen the slant-eyed, 
slim, noseless beauties of Marie Lau- 
rencin, the stiff and decorated furni- 
ture of eighteenth century France, the 
SUave, colorful] paintings of Bertha 
*Morisot, the direct, satirical work of 
‘Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec, and vari- 
ous other side lights on interesting 
‘matters, including the whimsical 
‘igures carved in wood by a sculptor 
‘whose name at the present moment 
has slipped away. 

The summer offering in the Arts 
club room is more conventional than 
the exhibits quoted above, with the ex- 
ception of the French furniture. It 
is an exhibit of Persian miniatures 
and, in cases placed about the room, 
of potteries and textiles, these, too, of 
ancient Persian manufacture. The 
walis of the gallery have been re- 
decorated in a stippled rose color that 
is not without charm, though to my 
mind the gray, which makes a back- 
ground in the other galleries, is more 
effective as a foil to paintings. 

The miniatures are not unlike those 
found in the Buckingham collection. 
The Persian artists contributed much 
the same type of art to their patrons. 
They are, of course, exquisitely 
wrought with a profuse use of gold and 
red, pale blues and pinks. They dis- 
play a page of foreign life t makes 
amusing reading. One finds princes 
and princesses, priests, hardfisted 
masters and cringing sla hunters 
and scholars, and pretty ladies who sit 
in luxury and wave soft fans through 
gently stirring, perfumed air. Battles 
and instruction proceed side by side. 
Court scenes and beggars rub shoul- 
ders. 
. so 

The ceramics are of great interest. 
They consist of rare Rhages ware, 
Saltanabad, Sassanian, and other kinds 
from Asia Minor. During the twelfth 

and thirteenth centuries the most beau- 
tiful pottery in Mesapotamia was pro- 
‘duced. As early as 226 A. D., however, 
pottery of the Sassanian dynasty was 
being created; crude, it jis true, but 
still an art. Whep the Arabs in the 
‘seventh century started to spread 
Mohammedan civilization at the point 
of a dripping sword they quickly over- 
ran Persia, Egypt, the northern shores 
of Africa and parts of Spain. 
. Im the conquered districts the na- 
‘tive carftsmen were forced to change

‘world over. You will find a soft

and plaques, while many of the vases 
| bear unique decorations, human fig-

of Riverside, Cal. Mr. Hutchins’ 
father-in-law built and owns the fa- 
mous Mission inn at Riverside. It 
might be worth while to tell concern- 
ing the painting, its history so far as 
its present owner knows it. 

‘This particular painting has moved 
about very little, so he says; in fact, 
it has had only two permanent owners 
before Mr. Hutchins. It was painted 
for the convent of barefoot Carmelite 
nuns in Madrid and hung there from 
1678 until 1807, one hundred and twen- 
ty-nine years. Charles Le Brun, the 
husband of the famous French woman 
painter, Mme. Le Brun, then went to 
Spain and brought back many paint- 
ings to Paris, among them this Mu- 
rillo. In 1811 Le Brun sold it to Sir 
Thomas Baring, an English banker. 
It remained in the Baring family for 
one hundred and eight years, until 
1919, when it was sold to a Parisian 
art dealer, who in turn sold it to Mr. 
Hutchins. It is intended that the 
painting shall be installed in the new 
Mission inn chapel at Riverside, which 
is now under construction.

Wireless Telephony. 

The principle on which wireless 
telephony is based will be easily under- 
stood by anyone who has followed the 
account given here of wireless teleg- 
raphy. Sound, as we know, consists 
of air waves, and those waves take the 
form of a to and fro movement of the 
particles of air. Now when we speak 
into an ordinary telephone the air 
waves set up by our voice causes a 
thin plate—the diaphragm—to follow 
the air movements; it bends in and out 
in a manner corresponding to the to 
and fro motion of the air. Behind the 
diaphragm a number of little carbon 
pranules are packed and, as the dia-

varies according to the degree the He says: 


granules are compressed together. A 
current flowing through the granules 
varies in strength, therefore, accord- 
ing to the movement of the diaphragm, 
that is, according to the air waves be- 
ing set up by the speaker’s voice. This 
varying current is conveyed along a 
wire and made to operate a diaphragm 
at the other end, producing similar air 
waves to the original ones and thus re- 
producing, very nearly, the ‘words 
spoken at the other end. 

In wireless telephony we dispense 
with the connecting wire. The send- 
ing station sends out trains of un- 
dJamped waves, which are continuous 
waves of constant amplitude. These 
would not, by themselves, affect the 
receiving telephone, since the oscilla- 
tions used are too rapid. But by in- 
corporating a telephone transmitter in 
the sending cireuit and making the 
oscillations first flow through this we 
can, by speaking into the transmitter, 
vary the strength of the oscillations 
sent out in just the same manner as 
we vary the strength of the current 
in the ordinary wire telephone circuit. 
With waves as regular as any electric 
current in a wire, modulation becomes 
possible and conforms with the inflec- 
tions of the human voice. The waves 
sent out, therefore, are modified in 
strength by the speaking voice, and it 
is these modified waves that reach the 
receiving station, to. operate on the 
receiving telephone as in the case of 
ordinary wire transmission. The chief 
difficulty, in practice, is in the con- 
struction of the telephone transmit- 
ter, for it has to pass a much larger 
current than is used in wire tele- 
phones. The ordinary transmitter 
would become overheated and useless. 
But there are various devices for over- 
coming this difficulty, such as combin- 
ing a-~number of transmitters and 
keeping them cooled by water.
